Fred Peake of Berkeley has passed on to 
us the following letter, which is the re- 
sult of his inquiry to the Music Depart- 
ment of Yale University on this vital 
question: 


Dear lr, Peake: 

Acknowledging yours of January 8, I am 
interested to learn that the "Hiker's 
Song of the Sierra Club" is almost identi- 
cal with the tune of the "Whiffenpoof 
Song". That can well be. The Whiffen- 
poof song was composed by a Columbus, 
Ohio, lawyer, Tod Galloway, who had a 
fondness for Kipling's poetry and conm- 
posed this music to his "Gentleman 
Rankers" from the Barrack Room Ballads. 
For some reason or other he never copy- 
righted it, nor published the song. 

When the Yale Glee Club met him in Colunm- 
bus on one of its Christmas tours the 
boys heard him sing the song and they 
liked it, A little while later when the 
Whiffenpoofs organized they paraphrased 
the words of Kipling's ballad and adapted 
the song as their own. Since then it has 
been sung for thirty-eight years by the 
Whiffenpoofs and has rested quietly in 
the Yale Song Book until Rudy Vallee dis- 
covered its charm and began plugging it 
on the radio. It had an enormous and in- 
mediate success, Discovering that it was 
not copyrighted, Vallee made his own so- 
called "arrangement", copyrighted and 
published it. It is now an international 
favorite and it gained a notoriety out of 
all proportion to its intrinsic merit and 
much to the embarrassment of the Whiffen- 


poofs themselves. 5

EVEREST by 
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Life of February 2 has two handsome color 
photographs by Ansel Adams--see pages 45 
and 50, 
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On Sunday, February 8, the NSS, led by 
Violet Jencks, visited lioraga Ridge in 
Contra Costa County. This is a small 
area (we didn't walk much more than 3 
miles) surrounded by cultivated fields, 
highways, a railroad, and close pressed 
by @ small residential community. It is 
even traversed by a high voltage power 
line. Yet despite all this it possesses 
certain distinct wilderness qualities 
rather rare in the Bay Area, First among 
these are the Knobcone Pines (Pinus at- 
tenuata). These small trees with their 
long cones in clusters about the main 
stem and branches form open groves on 
the dry, rocky ridge, The cream-colored, 
gravelly soil is only sparingly covered: 
with manzanita, chemise, ceanothus, and 
scrub oak, The open stretches combined 
with the other elements to form a land- 
scape which was for many of the 26 pres- 
ent reminiscent of the dry slopes in 
Little Yosemite. The illusion was 
heightened by the snow cap on lit, Diablo. 
Bush poppy, ceanothus, chaparral-pea, 
manzanita, Indian warrior, and hounds- 
tongue were emong the plants found in 
flower.
